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ROOSEVELT TALKS 
TO FARMERS 


Co-operation The Means For 


Bettering Agricultural 
Conditions. 


Lansing, Mich., May 31.—President 


~ Roosevelt, whose address this after- 


noon on the campus of the Michigan 
Agricultural college was ‘the climax 
of the semi-centennial celebration of 
the founding of that institution, ar- 
rived here at 10 o’clock this morning. 
He made a number of short addresses 
during the morning from his car plat- 
form en route. The number of stran- 
gers here is estimated at 50,000. 
Twelve companies of the Michigan 
National guard had been brought in- 
to the city to escort and guard the 
president, together with a troop of 
cavalry, and two divisions of the 
Michigan naval reserve. The presi- 
dent’s welcome was picturesque and 
vociferous, Troops kept back the 
crowds gathered about the station, 
and a salute of 21 guns was fired. 
This afternoon the president held a 
reception in the executive parlors of 
the Capital building, after which he 
stepped out on the balcony of the 
Capital, and faced 20,000 people, who 
had gathered there in anticipation of 
his address. Luncheon was served. 

At 2 o’clock the president made his 
formal address form a platform erect- 
ed at the head of the campus. 

He said in part: ‘Farmers must 
learn the vital need of co-operation 
with each other, 

“Next to this is co-operation with

can best give its aid through asso- 
ciations of farmers rather than with 
the individual farmers, for there is 
no greater agricultural problem than 
that of delivering to the farmer the

“It is needless to say that every 
successful effort to organize the farm- 
er gives a great stimulus to the edu- 
cational work which is being done 
to prepare aaa, people for an agri- 
cultural life. t is greatly to be 
wished that the communities from 
whence these students are drawn, 
and to which they either return or 
should return could they -be co-opera- 
tively organized; that is, that asso- 
ciations of farmers could be organiz- 
ed, primarily for business purposes 
but also with social ends in view. 

“This would mean that the return- 
ed student from the institutions of 
learning would find their . environ- 
ment prepared to profit to the utmost 


by the improvements in methods 
which they had learned.”

BRANDON HAS A SENSATION. 


Colored Man Wanted for Attempted 
Robbery — More Orvelopments 
Expected. 

Brandon, Man., June 1—A _ case 
of attempted highway robbery by a 
colored man came to light to-day, 
and it was learned the police have 
been busy on the case for the past 
week, It appears that on May 2lst 
a colored man approsched John 
Deitz, a stonecutter residing in this 
city, and said he wished to purchase 
two lots owned by Deitz. The two 
visited the lots, and the buyer agreed 
to take them at $700, but wished to 
see his wife before purchasing, Deitz 
consented to do this and got into the 
rig that the would-be purchaser had 
with him. When driving along the 
road, the darkey drew Deitz’s atten- 
tion ¢o a house, saying it was his 
home. Deitz turned slightly to look 
when he received a severe blow upon 
the back of his head. Turning 
quickly around, he was just in time 
to ward off a second blow aimed at 
him by the darkey, who had a club 
in his hand, which he had evidently 
pulled from his sleeve. Deitz struck 
straight from the shoulder, and. the 
colored man fell out of the buggy be- 
hind the horse, which started to run. 
Deitz then jumped out of the rig. 
and made for the house in question, 
across the fields. When Deitz went 
driving he had nearly seventy dol- 
lara in his possession, and the mo- 
tive put down at the time was rob 
bery. All that puzzled the lice 
was ag to the manner in which the 
darkey had secured knowledge that 
Deitz had money on him at the time 
of the assault. For some time past, 
it is said, Deits has not been on very 
good terms with his wife, who re- 
cently: returned from a trip to the 
old country. Yesterday she announc- 
ed her intention of leaving him, and 
asked for a settlement, Deitz says 
he gave her $500 as her share in the 
property. It is said she left for Win- 
nipeg, and is believed that she has 
gone to join th ecolored man against 
whom if caught, there may be laid 
a more serious charge than robbery.

NO TRACE OF 
BALLOONISTS 


Believed to Have Perished 
the Channel. Log Book 
Discovered. 


Yorkton, May 31.—With the com- 
ing of the train to-night the town 
was flooded with an additional con- 
tingent of homeseekers attracted by 
the opening of the Doukhobor lands, 
and it resembles the Cherokee rush 
in a modified form, The hotels and 
boarding houses are making a special 
effort to accommodate the crowds. 
Many are standing in front of the 
land office, and are determined ‘o 
stand there all night so as to be the 
first for the iine up in the morning. 
There are only 28 homesteads in 
township 27 range 31 west of . the 
first, which will opened for entry 
in the morning. No other townships 
will be opened during the day. Still 
there are at least sixty landseckers 
crowded into the porch and on the 
sidewalk in front of the land office, 
and right against the door an old gray 
hoired lady stood waiting her chance 
for a free farm. She took up her 
position in the porch during the af- 
ternoon, but about 6.30 p.m., J. E. 
Peaker, Dominion land agent, ad- 
dressed the crowd in her behalf, and 
they all good naturedly agreed to let 
her go to her room, and to give her 
her place in the morning. She is 
a widow from Kamsack, Mrs. Fer- 
guson, aged sixty years. Several 
white-haired men are in the crowd, 
standing up all night, but most of 
crowd are husky young fellows.

The officers at Aldershot have prac- 
tically given up hope. It is thought 
that the balloonists, confused by the 
heavy mist, mistook their bearing. 
This theory is borne out by the log 
which was recovered from the dere- 
lict balloon and in which it is re- 
corded that the two officers were try- 
ing to descend Tuesday evening, the 
saine time the balloon was seen drift- 
ing out to sea by the Weymouth coast 
guards. 

It is feared that the aeronauts were 
either thrown out when the basket 
struck the water, or that they were 
drowned subsequently when the bal- 
loon,after being driven bounding over 
the waves, finally dropped into the 
channel off Exmouth, ; 

It is interesting to note that the 
log shows the balloon reached an al- 
titude of 6,000 feet. Up to the hour 
of the filing of this dispatch this 
morning the authorities are without 
definite informaon. Public interest in 
the fate of the two men is very 
keen. 


Paris,May 31—An admirably organ- 
ized strike by all branches of the 
shipworkers of France has paralyzed 
life in the ports of the Republic. Un- 
like an ordinary strike, this move- 
ment is not attended with bitternesss 
against the employers or revolution- 
ary feelings. The manifestos are made 
with the object: of drawing the at- 
tention of the country to the strikers’ 
cause. The naval reservists set forth 
in a manifesto issued today in which 
they asked the support of all clas- 
ses, that it is impossible for the wid- 
ows of seamen to support themselves 
and raise children on the pensions 
granted by the government. The men 
are well behaved and as an instance 
of the sentiments back of the strike 
there is the fact that harbor wharves 
have been provided by the strikers 
for all ships in port, The govern- 
ment is fully alive to the importance 
of the movement and it has arrang- 
ed to assure the continuation of the 
maritime postal services, and the 
transportation of perishable cargoes. 
The cabinet will hold a special meet- 
ing tomorrow, in an effort to find a 
way to bring the strike to an end, 

Many persons consider that the 
seamen’s union acted in this matter 
with precipitation and that all could 
have been ararnged through consul- 
tation with the authorities. 

The leading steamships are much 
embarrassed and have appealed to 
the government to take rapid steps to 
remove he cause of the state of af- 
fairs by which they alone suffer al- 
though they are in no way respon- 
sible for the strike. 

Bordeaux, France, May 31—A meet- 
in gof the seamen held this even- 
ing confirmed the decision to strike 
and from 17,000 to 20,000 men will go 
out tomorrow. 

Toulon, France, May 31—The trans- 
ports Vinh Long and Nive left here 
today for Marseilles, following in- 
structions sent out by Minister of 
Marine Thomson in order to assure 
the transportation of passengers and 
merchandise to Corsica and African 
ports, The transports Mytho and 
Shallrock will follow tomorrow. 
Twelve torpedo boat destroyers have 
been designated to carry the mail.

NATURAL GAS 


IN THIRTY DAYS! 


Mr. Williams of the American 
Canadian Oil Co. Says He 
Has Supply Available. 


“In thirty days I can demonsirate 
to the citizens of Edmonton ihat we 
have at our property near Morinville 
a supply of natural gas sufficient for 
the entire city of Edmonton.” 

This was the statement made to the 
Bulletin yesterday afternoon by H. 
L. Williams, manager of the Ameri- 
can-Canadian Oil company, who are 
now conducting boring operations on 
their property near Morinville. 

Mr. Williams strongly — protests 
against the citizens granting a fran- 
chise to a natural gas company for 
supplying gas when it is not yet fs- 
certained whether such a commodity 
is procurable here. Should a franchise 
be granted them, his company who 
now have a supply available would 
be shut out of the competition while 
it is not known yet whether the other 
company will succced in their opera- 
tions. 

Mr. Williams states that at Morin- 
ville some tine ago gas was struck 


at a depth of 550 feet which gave him G 


a rock pressure of 400 Ibs. and that 
when lighted sent a flame up twenty 
feet in the air. 

While not particularly interested in 
the artificial franchise Mr. Williams 
is of the opinion that the $300,000 in. 
vestment which the artificial company 
propose to make wouid be an excel- 
lent thing for Edmonton,

Common Problem of Western 
Farmers to be Threshed 
Out in Conference. 


The Manitoba Grain Growers’ aaso- 
ciation has isaued the following circu- 
lar to the reeves and councils of muni- 
cipalities and #ub-associations of grain 
growers throughout the province: 

At the request of the executive of 
the Manitoba Grain Growers’ associa- 
tion, and on the recommendation of 
the committee of agriculture the gov- 
ernment of the province of Manitoba 
has called a conference of the ‘reeves 
of each municipality and others to 
discuss the situation surrounding the 
storage, hauling, sale and transporta- 
tion of grain and make such recom- 
mendations as circumstances may 
warrant to the government of the 
er iere in matters over which the 
@islature have jurisdiction, and to 
the Dominion government in matters 
which can only be dealt with by the 
federal authorities. Among the sub- 
jects to be brought under considera- 
tion will be: 
1, Amendments to the charter of 
the Winnipeg Grain and Produce Ex- 
change. . 
2. Dealing in options. 
3. Amendments to the criminal code 
in respect of combines in restraint of 
trade, boycotts, etc. 
4, Government ownership and oper- 
wien of elevators both terminal and 
ine. 
6. Reciprocal demurrage. 
6. The employment of the central 
as a sale unit, 
The Manitoba Grain Growers’ asso- 
ciation have pronounced on a number 
of these questions at their annual con- 
vention and the conference being call- 
ed at the request of the exécutive of 
that body, their officers have deemed 
it expedient to appoint a conference 
committee to prepare this cureular 
setting forth the views of the agsocia- 
tionand presenting arguments in 
support of the same. ; 
Amendments to Charter of Grain Ex- 
change. 

The membership of the exchange is 
practically the only avenue © through 
which the grain produced by the 
50,000 farmers of Manitoba can now 
pass on its way from the producer to 
the consumer. Upon the character 
and practices of the exchange, created 
as it avowedly is for the financial 
advantage of the traders in grain, 
therefore depends in a large measure 
the prosperity of this great body of 
producers, 

It is proper that the traders in 
grain should associate themselves un- 
der charter for mutual protection and 
benefit; but it is equally proper that 
such limitations should be set to their 
corporate powers as will effectually 
safeguard the interests of the produc- 
ers and also the interests of a minor- 
ity of grain traders both within and 
without the membership of the ex- 
change. 

A Tendency to Absolute Monopoly. 

The present tendency in the evolu- 
tion of the grain exchange appears 
to be in the direction of a combina- 
tion in restraint of trade which if un- 
checked may lead to the creation of 
an absolute monopoly. Amendments 
to the charter which will intraduce 
the following provisions and limita- 
tions for the sub-joined reasons ap- 
pear to be urgently needed to check 
this tendency, 

Pretence Versus Performance. - 

(a) There must be no limit set by 
its members to the. members which 
may enjoy its privileges. 

The number of memberships is now 
limited. by by-law to 816 (300 active 
members and 16 associate members) 
all disposed of. Of this number many 
are held by non-tradera, »Among such 
are the warehouse commissioner, the 
chief grain inspector, the secretary of 
the survey and grain standards 
boards, a general freight t of the 
C, P. R. and fourteen bankers. One 
hundred and eet gee do not reside 
in Winnipeg, while sixteen are resi- 
dents of the United Btates. Seven 
memberships tre held by the’ mem- 
bers or employees of a single elevator 
company. 

Since all the brokers and all the 
large milling and .export com ies 
in western Canada and a number in 
eastern Canada as well, are connect- 
ed with the exchange, and  conse- 
quently restricted by by-law, from 
dealing on as favorable terms with 
those outside its membership as those 
within, it is almost impossible for an 
outsider to establish himself in the 
grain trade. He must be financially 
strong enough to becomé an indepen- 
dent exporter. Even then unless he 
is individually as strong as those 
within the exchange are coulectively 
he can be put out of business by 
competitive methods, The limiting 
of membership, therefore, may at any 
time create a barrier to entrance to 
the exchange, and, consequentiy, to 
competition either from the fact that 
no more ‘‘seats’’ are availabie by pur- 
chase or that by reason of their se- 
curity they are held at prohibitive 
figures. The excha’ has lately fix: 

the price of membership at $4,000, 
the original price in the days of un- 
limited membership was $100. 

(b) No reputable person, firm or 
corporation omen. in or proposing 
to @ in grein trade # be 
denied membership if they desire it, 
und tender the price of same-—such 
price as to maximum amount 
fixed by charter.

To Discuss 
Grain Question 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


To leave with a body of »rganized 
grain traders incorporated under char- 
ter the privilege of denying member- 
ship to a reputable competitor is in 
effect to give them the power to limit 
competition by arbitrarily saying how 
many and who shall engage in the 
privilege to trade with members of 
their body is to endanger the freedom 
of trade. The price which has been 
advanced from $100 to $4,000, may be 
advanced to $40,000, or even to a larg- 
er amount. rei ; 

(c) The question of reputability in 
the case of exclusion on such grounds 
must be subject to appeal from the 
decision of the exchange to an im- 
partial tribunal named in the char- 
ter. 

The necessity for this is that other- 
wise, the body of traders could arbi- 
trarily exclude a person on technical 
grounds by alleging him to be disre- 
putable simply because he might not 
be considered to have the proper atti- 
tude, either personal or general, to- 
wards certain members of the ex- 
change, or to the methods adopted by 
the exchange. It must be remember- 
ed that the exchange is neither a 
club nor a fraternal society, but an 
association of traders ostensibly cre- 
ated in the interests of all the trad- 
ers in certain commodities. 

(d) A firm or corporation must be 
eligible to apply for and hold mem- 
bership and enjoy privileges in its 
own name and exercise the rights of 
membership through an employee 
whom it may designate for that ser- 
vice. 

At the preesnt time a firm or cor- 
poration can only enjoy the privileges 
of the exchange through a member- 
ship held in the name of one of its 
members, in the case of a firm, or one 
of its principal officers, in the case of 
a corporation. The ownership of a 
membership in such manner does not 
in itself entitle the firm or corporation 
to the privilege of membership. It 
must apply for and secure registration 
under this membership, This regis- 
tration may be ref without as- 
signing any reason, or if granted, may 
be withdrawn on the giving of twenty- 
four hours’ notice, also without any 
reason being assigned, 

(e) A member, whether person, firm 
or corporation, must be permitted to 
delegate the work of trading to an 
employee. 

A membership in the exchange is 
secured for trading purposes, and as 
it is customary for men to employ 
others as their representatives in busi- 
ness, it is but reasonable that a mem- 
ber should be allowed to delegate the 
actual work of trading to an employee 
instead of being forced to do it in 
person or through another member, 
as provided by by-law. Why should 
the traders in grain be more exclusive 
than other traders Are they of high- 
er rank and importance, or, are there 
twade secrets to guarded from the 
prying eyes of employees. 

Maximum Price Fixed.” 

(f) There shall be no restrictions up- 
on members as to prices paid, com- 
missions charged nor as to agreements 
entered into with employees, 

The rules relating to commission 
and the maximum price rule enforced 
as tiey are by fines and penalties 


when taken in conjunction with the

if not in law, a conspiracy in restraint 
of trade shared in, either willingly 
or under compulsion of business ne- 
cessity, "tee ae member of the ex- 
change. ec ole system of fines 
and penalties as employed by the ex- 
change is indefensible. As for the al-\ 
leged motive of their employement, 
“to maintain a higher standard of 
business morality and commercial in- 
tegrity,” it may be said that the mor- 
ality and integrity which requiro to 
be maintained by innumerable, pains 
and penalties is not of a very high 
order, and if mutual good faith and 
fair dealing cannot be secured among 
the members without the disciplinary 
use of fines, suspensions and expul- 
sions, the type of men engaged in 
the grain trade must be such that too 
many legislative safeguards cannot be 
thrown around their association for 
the protection of the producers. 

(zg) The power to suspend or cancel 
privileges shall not lie wholly with 
the exchange, but provision must be 
made for an appeal to an impartial 
tribunal named in the charter. 

Since the exchange connections— 
that is to say business relations with 
the exporters and millers who are 
members—-are necessary to the ordin- 
ary grain trader, the provision is re- 
quired that there should be no power 
of even a _ majority of rival traders 
to financially destroy any of their 
competitors, 

(h) The arbitrary interference with 
the business. methods of «a member 
and the inquisitorial inquiry into 
such must prohibited. 

These are the characteristic meth- 
ods employed by trusts and combines 
Under the by-laws of the exchange a 
member may be interrogated by the 
council of the exchange with respect 
to his business and business relations 
with others, and for fear he may seek 
refuge in lies, can be compelled to 
make a statutory declaration as tothe 
truth of his statements. A fitting 
complement to this provision would be 
a clause in the by-law providing for 
the use of the thumb-screw and rack 
where the victim was suspected of 
seeking safety in perjury. 

(i) The government should have free 

access at all times to the minute 
books and accounts of the exchange 
and no by-laws shall be passed or 
amended without first being submit- | 
ted to the minister of agriculture and 
receiving his assent thereto. 
/ Since a person might secure mem- 
bership under by-laws which did not 
prejudicially affect his business, but 
afterwards others might be enacted ! 
which would so effect it, there appears 
good reason that new by-laws be rig- 
idiy supervised before coming into 
force. 

(j) Provision must bé made whereby 
the public shall have access to a gal- 
lery overlooking the trading room dur- 
ing the progress of the trading ses- 
sions that the character of the trad- 
ing may. be observed. “This provision 
requires no comment, 

_ Abolish Options. 

Dealing in options, or in other | 
words gambling jn futures, must be 
abolished by co-aaled tatute.

To sell a million bushels 
of wheat of which one is not the own- | 
er is a pure gamble that the price will 
fall; to purchase the same amount 
without any desire of expectation that 
delivery will be made is a pure 
gamble that the price will rise. No! 
good can come of gambling, and much 
evil is associated therewith, Profes- 
sional gamblers are a burden to the 
community which permits their pres- 
ence, as by the nature of things they 
cannot live on one another, é 

Legitimate Functions, 

In general reference to 1 and 2 it 
may be said that a grain exchange 
has many legitimate functions to per- 
form. By co-operation quotations can 
be secured at reasonable cost for the 
common use of the members. Trad- 
ing terms can be defined by mutual 
agreement that no confusion will arise 
as to contracts, Provision can be 
made for the arbitration of all com- 
mercial disputes between members. 
Satisfactory quarters can be provided 
for carrying on trading pent veri and 
recording sales and purchases. Offi- 
cers and servants can be employed 
to carry out the work of the associ- 
ation. Places of meeting for commit- 
tees and general meetings of members 
can be provided. Recommendations 
can be made by the united wisdom of 
assembled traders to legislative bodies 
from time to time as seems necessary. 
All these useful functions could be 

rformed, however, without any fix- 

of prices, arbitrary commission 
rules, exclusion of docked or the ar- 
bitrary interference with the business 
methods of members or any elabor- 
ate system of fines or penalties, Lack 
Of business morality would bear its 
own inevitable penalty as it bears $t 
in the outside business world, and the 
man who was either not financially 
sound or had the reputation’ of not 
fulfilling his business engagements 
would soon cease to be in a@ position 
to trade with the reputable members.

POSTAL RATES ON BRITISH PA.

A reader writes The Bulletin for 
particulars of the new postal arrange- 
ment between Canada and Great 
Britain, averring that the local 
prices of British papers have been 
increased in consequence oj ‘‘increas- 
ed postal charges.’’ So far from the 
postal rates on British publications 
being increased the rates were very 
materially decreased on publications

* ounces or less. The only purpose for 
which the postal arrangements were 
altered was that the rates might be 
reduced, and the reduction affected 
amounts to 26 per cent. of the former 
charges. On no class of publications 
were the rates increased.

A WORTHY CAUSE. 
The ratepayers vote on Monday on 
a bylaw authorizing a grant of $50,000 
to the city hospital. In ‘the event of 
the grant being given the city will be 
represented by their Directors on. the 
hospital board, and after thé neces- 
sary amendment of the charter is se- 
cured the entire board of Directors 
will be elected by the ratepayers as 
aldermen and school trustees are now 
‘lected. This provides that the money 
af the city shall be spent under the 
supervision of the city’s representa- 
tives. That Edmonton needs increas- 
‘d hospital accommodation requires 
no proof beyond the fact that the 
three hospitals now in existence are 
usually crowded to the limit of effi- 
cient handling. That our needs in this 
respect will increase very rapidly in 
the immediate future is also assured 
In some way or other these require- 
ments must be provided and provided 
mainly at the city’s expense. Whether 
through the medium of voluntary con- 
tribution or through the regular chan- 
nel of the city treasury the ratepayer 
of the city must in the long run bear 
the burden of providing hospital ac- 
commodation. The advantages of do- 
ing so through the regular channels 
are that all citizens bear their pro- 
portion of the burden and that the 
institution is placed on a surer foot- 
than if dependent altogether on vol- 
untary donations. The present ar- 
rangement does not propose to abol- 
ish the opportunity for private dona- 
tions by instituting municipal sup- 
port. The grant proposed amounts 
to only one-third the cost of the new 
hospital building, and in completing 
this sum and. providing for the main- 
tenance of the institution there will 
be ample opportunity for the exer- 
cise of charity, Meantime the as- 
sistance from the city is badly needed

after I had taken office in 1907, I 
took occasion to read this nt, 


and found that by failing to continue 
boring operations for a period of six 
months, and for other reasons, the 
company, had forfeited its Piviegme 
under the agreement, and I brought 
the matter to the attention of the 
Council and this company then be- 
gin to treat for a renewal of its priv- 
ileges, and-it was at this etage of the 
proceedings that Messrs. Eaton & 
Springer came on the scene with their 
proposals for an artificial gas fran- 
chise. 

The two companies, by their solici- 
tors, agents an representatives, came 
before the Council, before committees 
of the Council and before the Com- 
missioners, and a vast quantity of 
time was consumed and there was 
very much, heated discussion before 
the agreements were finally laid be- 
fore the people. 

It may be fair to state that Mr. 
Commissioner Kinnaird, who is a 
shareholder in the Natural Gas Com- 
pany, had and has had no part in 
these discussions, and perhaps = in 
justice ‘to myself I may say that it 
was I, in my capacity of Commis- 
sioner, who at the Council meeting 
of February 19th, drew and submitted 
the report which reads in part as 
tollows: 

“It may be always assumed that 
artificial gas can be produced in the 
city of Edmonton, but your Commis- 
sioners are of opinion that it would 
be so produced at a cost which would 
prohibit its general utilization for 
power purposes. The discovery of 
natural gas in sufficient and paying 
quantities’ would \be a tremendous 
advantage to the city of Edmonton 
and your Commissioners are of opin- 
ion that nothing should be done to 
prevent the fullest development of 
the natural gas industry.” 

From the. opinion therein expressed, 
I have not receded, and do not recede. 
It might be well for me to say that 
notwithstanding the acrimony which 
upon océasions characterized the dis- 
cussion of the Council upon these 
agreements, I never suggested, nor do 
I now believe that any member of the 
Council was influenced otherwise 
than by a sincere desire to; protect 
the interests of the city. both now and 
in the future, at all events that is the 
attitude from which I desire to dis- 
cuss the question, I gntered upon 
the. discussion absolutely unbiased, 
but’ on the 19th of February, in the 
repért above referred to, I laid down 
for »myself at least the principles 
whieh FE think should guide the dis- 
cussion and point to a solution. The 
first. general question is “Do we want 
gus?” My answer isthat we certainly 
do, provided that we can get it at sat- 
isfagtory prices and under satis- 
factory conditions. As to what is a 
satisfactory price we must turn to the 
price of those commodities which 
compete with gas in heating, lighting 
and power production, It was assum- 
ed for the purpose of discussion, and 
the assumption has not béen ques- 
tioned, that our coal at $3 per ton 
was equal to natural gas containing 
1,000 British thermal unite per cubic 
foot, at 40 cents per 1,000 cubic feet, 
of gas. In the natural gas agreement 
the minimum price to the city for 
municipal purposes and to manufac- 
turers, is fixed at 30 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet, and the maximum price 
at 45 cents per 1,000 cubic feet, less 
discounts, and there is a provision 
that if the gas contains less than 
1,000 British thermal units per cubic 
foot the price shall be less accord- 
ingly. These prices represent com- 
petition with coal at current market 
prices. Plase the advantage of gas 
over coal from the point of view of 
economy and cleanliness, and 
therefore say that natural gas at the 
price which it will be sold at, will 
confer a benefit of unprecedented 
value to our people. The artificial gas 
agreement requires a supply of gas of 
standard commercial quality. Stand- 
ard commercial gas contains only 
600 British thermal unita per cubic 
foot, while natural gas commonly 
found contains from 900 to 1,060 Brit- 
ish thermal uniiw. For the sake of 
argument leave out the question of 
thermal unita (remembering only 
that the difference is in favor of nat- 
ural gas for heat, light and power pro- 
duction) and contrast these figures : 

If 40 cent gas equals coal at $3 per 
ton, $1.60 gas equals coal at $12.00 
per ton. 

In other words, not until local coal 
reaches $12 or over per ton will it 
pay to use, artificial gas at these 
prices for heating, ting and pow- 
er purposes, yet, in Artificial Gas 
agreement the minimum price is $1.65 
per 3,000 cubic feet, the maxi- 
mune price $1,80 per 1,000 cubie feet, 
less discounts, 

While wealthy men for the sake of 
convenience and cleanliness might 
use gas at this price, I submit that 
manufacturers and others who re- 

uire to get the greatest value for 
their money, cannot and will not, 
use gas on @ basis of coal at $12 per 
ton, when the market price of that 
commodity is really one third. In 
my report referred to, these words 
were found: 

“It may always be assumed that 
artificial gas can be produced in the 
city of Edmonton, byt your Commis. 
sioners are of opinion that it will 
he so produced at a cost which would 
prohibit its utilization for power pur- 
poses,”

It occurs to me that an unexclusive 
franchise will scarcely protect the 
owner of a live gas well, for when 
gas is found a dozen people might 
sink wells and get franchises and 
the- original prospector might be rob- 
bed of the fruits of speculation. This 
is the problem, and the Natural Gas 
Agreement is the alleged solution. 
Nothing better has been suggested. 
If the company does not find natural 
gas, they offer to supply artificial 
gas. To those who want gas at any 
price the latter clause should be sat- 
isfactory. To me it is not; because 
of the ‘price. Yet, because of the 
possibility of getting natural gas 1 
will support it. The Artificial Gas 
Agreement does not,.in my mind, con- 
tain a single feature of interest or of 
value to us. The franchise is for 20 
yoars, and after that they go on as 
before in the territory already cov- 
ered by them. If the natural gas 
franchise is granted, the granting of 
the artificial gas franchise will result 
in duplication of service, double the 
quantity of streets to be torn up, and 
#0 complicate the situation that mu- 
nicipalization of the gas business 
will be out of the question, save at 
an enormous cost. The Artificial Gas 
Company. scems to be part of a gi- 
gantic foreign gas trust, and the peo- 
ple of Regina rejected the same pro- 
posals by a two to one vote a few 
days ago. There is yet another point. 
We will have invested by 1908 in our 
electric-light plant, $250,000. When 
we offer to sell our bonds for this 
utility we will be asked what sort 
of a business we do and what com- 
petition we have. If we have no 
competition, if we have a monopoly in 
the Ifghting and power business, we 
ean finance our eiectrical-light -busi- 
ness {o the best advantage, but if 
not, if there be competition, however 
slight it may be, it affects this mu- 
nicipal enterprise disadvantageously. 
The conservatism of money invested 
in municipal enterprises is theoretic- 
ally everyone’s business, and prac: 
tically no one’s concern, but I con- 
ceive it to be, at this time my duty 
to éall the attention of the ‘ratepay- 
ers to this fact and to urge the im- 
portance of it upon all. It may be 
said in reply that natural gas would 
be a menace to these utilities, not so. 
The natural gas agreement specific- 
ally stipulates that the city may at 
any time sink a well for 
municipal purposés, and what would 
be the result? Cheaper electric light 
and power, and cheaper water could 
be supplied our citizens by reason of 
the fact that natural gas could be 
turned into our new gas engines and 
our fuel bill would practically dia- 
appear, to say nothing of the saving 
accomplished in care and management 
on auxiliary service.

Suppose the 
roduction of artificial gas is revo- 
utionized, as to cost, by some new 
invetition possessed ‘by the Artificial 
Gas Company, ying might produce 
gas for one-half or less than one-half 
of what it now costa to produce. By 
this agreement they are not obliged 
to give us any reduction in price so 
long as it may be said that the pres- 
ent process prevails ‘“cominonly’’, yet 
twenty years is a long time in which 
to contract ourselves from obtaining 
the advantage of modern methods. In 
the Natural Gas Agreement a num- 
ber of materials used or resulting 
from the production of gas are enu- 
merated, and “any other materials” 
shall be considered, and in this agree- 
ment we shall be entitled to fix our 
prices on the actual cost of produc- 
tion. The Natural Gas Company 
must bore 3,000 feet and they must 
keop correct records of the various 
strata through which they pass and 
report to the city.

LOCAL MEAT MARKET. 


The prices paid by the dealers in 
Edmonton for beef, pork and mutton 
have atly increased the past year, 
and end is not yet in sight. 
Prime beeves dressed, are .now cost- 
ing the retailer $7 to $8 per hundred 


weight all around, an ‘advance of | 
about $1.50 during the past two) 


months, A year ago beef cost 4c to 


6 1c per pound dressed, and 3c to) 


3 1-2¢ live weight. To-day, the farm- 
ers and wholesalers are getting prime 
4 12c per pound live weight for 
prime and 6c occasionally for some- 
thing extra good. The prices to con- 
sumers have not been raised propor- 
tionately with the exception of some 
special cuts. The retailers claim they 
are selling the poorer cuts at cost 
and under, and must get their pro- 
fits from the sirloins, roasts and 
steaks, which are largely in demand. 
It is the opinion of the dealers that 
beef will never again be as cheap as 
it has been in the past, and they sup- 
port their statement with a number 
of reasons. The immediate cause is 
occasioned by the hard winter caus- 
ing a scarcity of good beef cattle. 
There are lotg of cattle, enough to 
support the local demand at least, 
but the grass has as yet only got 
fairly started, and those fit for the 
markets are few. But beyond this 
is the fact that the larger ranchers 
are being graduaily crowded out by 
those who divide their attention be- 
tween farming and ranching.’ The 
increase of population in the city, as 
well as all through the west, has 
created a demand beyond the supply 
at present available. The added in- 
crease and the call from the big eaat- 
ern centres for supplies will take all 
the good cattle the Alberta farmers 
and ranchers can produce in the fu- 
ture. 

Hogs are now bringing 7 1-4c per 
pound live weight, and the price is 
still soaring. There is a great scar- 
city, due largely to the hard winter 
and siortage of whent for feeding. 
Many of the Alberta farmers have 
yet to learn the value of vegetables 
as a good producer and feeder fir 
hogs for the market. They feed 
largely on grains, where they would 
get better results from mangels, po- 
tatoes and other tubers or roots. 
Many of them went out of hog rais- 
ing last year on account of the prices 
being small, but one well versed in 
the business is authority for the 
statement that there is good money 
in marketing hogs at 5c per pound 
live weight, if they are properly fed 
and looked after. 

Coyotes have caused great havoc 
among the lambs and sheep this past 
season. Mutton is costing the retail- 
er 12 1-2c to l4c per pound dressed.

A STUDY OF BREEDS OF SWINE. 


i. 

An_ instructive- pamphlet devoted to 
of swing has been isaued from 
Ottawa by the Tilve Stock Branch. It 
deals with the Bistory, characteristics 
pena ed aed of excellence of the six 
principal reared in Canada. 
Commencing a review of the 
origin of dom swine the bulletin 
teaches that the*many varieties that 
are found in Various parts of the 
world are all, /@é@scended from one 
original stock of- wild hogs. The va- 
riations that waré effected by domes- 
tication upon Way rcgenators of our 
tesent breeds followed out brief- 
iy, It is poittéd out that confine- 
ment along witli an ample supply of 
food soon ~~ great and lasting 
changes in coriformation, disposition 
and aptitudes of the animals. With 
these changes there came about a 
breeding to typ@ and colour in vari- 
ous localities ax suited the require- 
ments and desirés of the hog raisers, 
resulting in the e¢ourse of time in es- 

tablishing the present pure breeds. 

The breeds described in the bulle-. 
tin and represented by illustrations 
of typical animals are the Yorkshire, 
the Pamworth, the Berkshire, the 
Chester White, the Poland China 
and the Duroc-Jersey. The first and 
second are deseribed as bacon breeds, 
the third and fourth as midway be- 
tween the bacon and lard type and 
the two remaining breeds as belong- 
ing to the lard: producing class of 
hogs. 

The improvement of thé Yorkshire 
is traced down ftom 1760, the time of 
Robert Bakewell, It was not until 
1860 that this breed was given a sep- 
arate classification at English shows. 
Among the chief classifications of the 
Yorkshire of the present day are its 
docility, vigor, muscular development 
and its excellent crossing qualities 
They are said to be early maturing, 
reaching with good eare a marketable 
conditions, weighing from 180 to 290 
pounds at from six to seven months 
old, 

The Tamworth which is also deserib- 
ed as belonging to the large breeds 
is traced from. about 1815, when it 
is said to have been introduced into 
Rngland from freland by Sir Robert 
Peel The author of the Bulletin 
claims that this breed is purer than 
any of the others, inasmuch as its 
improvement has been brought about 
almost entirely by selection of ani- 
mals within the breed itself, It is 
stated to have preceived little atten- 
tion outside of the counties of Lei- 
cestershire, Staffordshire and North 
Hamptonshire until about 1870, when 
the bacon curers of England com- 
meneed a campaign against the then 
fashionable short, fat and heavy 
shouldered pig, which they found 
quite unsuitable for bacon  produe- 
tion, The Tamworth then came in 
to prominence, as an improver off 
some of the oth#r English breeds. It 
seems. to have maintained from the 
first its disposition to put on lean 
meat during its growth, 

With the desetiption of each breed 
is published a scale of points “by 
which, with the illustrations of typ- 
ical artimals, a valuable service is af- 
forded in teaching the correct ideals 
to be looked for in selecting breed. 
ing animals. The author of the Bul-

Unfortu- 
nately, owing to°a fashion which pre- 
vailed some years afterwards, the 
Berkshire was developed into a thick 
short animal with heavy jowl, thick 
neck and fat back. Later this style of 
hog became unpopular and the atten. 
tion was again given to developing 
greater length, symmetry and fleshi- 
ness. As now found, the Berkshire 
exhibits desirable qualifications as 
a packers’ animal, 


The history of the Chester-White is 
extremely intetésting. It is said to 
trace back to a pair of white hogs im- 
ported into Chester County, Pa., from 
England in 1816, This importation 
made a marked change in the swine 
of the district With the result that 
the Chester-White rapidly grew in fa- 
vor. In its early years it was a fair- 
ly lengthy typeof hog, but for many 
years past it has been classed as a 
corn-belt hog of the  thick-backed 
sort, A few breeders in Canada, the 
bulletin states, shave sought by se- 
lection and management to develop 
the form and quality of the animal 
looked upon with favor by the pack- 
ers and to som@ extent they have 
been successful,

sides., It is possible that other read- 
érs of his letter assume that such is 
the case, If I am right in this con- 
clusion, I can only say, and that most 
emphatically, that his worship does 
not voice the feeling of that body. 
When in committee of tne whole, the 
members of the council recommended 
with but little opposition, the fran- 
chise ‘of the Artificial Gas company, 
to the council. On the other hand 
the franchise of the Natural Gas com- 
pany would not have been  recom- 
mended, had hia worship not seen fit 
to ignore the rules of parliamentary 
procedure, and cast two votes in fav- 
or of such recommmendation. When 
the final vote was taken in the coun- 
cil on the two agreements, the Arti- 
ficial Gas companys agreement, with 
the exception of Ald. Smith’s vote, 
was passed unanimously, again, on 
the other hand, the franchise of the 
Natural Gap company, would not have 
passed the council, had not his wor- 
ship bluffed one of the members of 
the council into not voting, and then 

_. overlooked the fact that according to 

¢the city charter every member: must 
vote unless excused from doing so by 

His worship’s 
letter is an endorsation of the agree- 
ment that found most difficulty in 
passing through the council, and is 
»~pposed, in no uncertain terms to the 
agreement that in a very large meas- 
ure received the councils support. 

I was somewhat surprised to -find 
Mayor Griesbach still adhering to the 
opinion that the first agreement with 
the NorthWest Gas and Oil company 
was a satisfactory one. To the com- 
pany it doubtless was, but what about 
the city? Does his worship forget that 
in the first agreemer& there was a 
clause, which was copied, practically 
verbatim, into the present franchise, 
but later, modified , when its true 
meaning was learned, a clause. which 
provided that the Northwest Gas and 
Oil company were first, to supply the 
needs of the civic utilities, and then 
the citizens, but neglected to sis 7 
how many citizens. In other words 
if the company in question were able 
to supply the needs of the civic in- 
terests, and say five thousand people 
out ofa population of twenty thous- 
and, the other fifteen thousand ac- 
cordigg:to that particular clause,were 
face to face with three eventualities. 
Wait till the company sank more gas 
wells, In the event of the gas supply 
being limited, wait till an_ artificial 
plant could be erected, and in case 
that was not done, take chances on 
having to enter into expensive liti- 
gation to try and get back the rights 
given away in a charter recommended 
by the council over which ex-Mayor 
) Short presided, a charter which our 
present mayor characterizes a satis- 
factory agreement. 

I do not wish in any way, sir, to 
cast reflections on any statements 
made by Mayor Griesbach with regard 
to his policy on the gas situation, but 
I must confess that I find it difficult 
to harmonize his statement that he 
“entered upon the discussion abso- 
lutely unbiased,’’ with statements 
made by him at a committee meeting 
in the council chamber, when he said 
in my presence and hearing, words to 
the effect that the city had no desire 
whatever to make a bargain with 
the International Heat and Power 
company, that that company must ap- 
proach the city as suppliants, that he 
questioned if the city required or 
wanted artificial gas, and further that 
the city did not have to approach that 
company in a spirit of fairness, that 
in so far as he was concerned he was 
opr to their proposition first, last 
and all the time. 

In a multiplicity of words Mayor 
Griesbach tries to prove that gas at

His worship. states in most unqual- 
ified terms “that he believes in and 
practices municipal ownership.” In 
the same breath he asserts that he 
“agrees that sufficient safeguards have 
been thrown sround the exclusive 
franchise to make it a comparatively 
harmless thing.” It is generally ad- 
mitted that Mayor Griesbach has no 
small amount of knowledge along 
municipal ownership lines, but after 
making a statement such as that 
quoted, with regard to an exclusive 
franchise, a “monopoly,” it must be 
admitted that his knowledge and ex- 
perience in so far as they are concern- 
ed, is painially meagre. A monopoly 
is always a monopoly, and any _per- 
son who has ever had anything what- 
ever to do with one, knows that there 
has néver yet been one with sufficient 
safeguards to render it comparatively 
harmless. On one occasion I heard 
his worship make the statement: “I 
regard a franchise as a very valuable 
thing.”’” If the Northwest Gas and 
Oil company are given that “very 
valuable thing” by the citizens on 
Monday next, what plight would the 
city be in if soon after, the present 
company sold that “very valuable 
thing;” in this case perhaps of in- 
estimable value from the fact that it 
is an exclusive monopoly, to some one 
of the gigantic trusts that are always 
oy << ogee it beret pr ete 
and_ left_ the city pgacti At. the 
mercy of such a net for fifteen long 
years?

tions and working in harmony with 
large milling interests are becoming 
dangerously strong. Possessing prac- 
tically all the storage facilities of the 
country at initial points and control- 
ling a large portion of the terminal 
elevator space as well, supplying the 
only avenue by which the farming 
population, lacking both storage fa- 
cilities and money, can quickiy dis- 
pose of their grain in the absence «f 
adequate transportation facilities, they 
are able to buy the greater part of the 
crop at a price much below its legi- 
timate value, In addition to this they 
ate able, if unscrupulous in the meth- 
ods employed in their elevators, to 
increase their profits still further by 
giving light weights, low gradings, 
taxing heavy dockage, and changing 
the identity of the farmers’ special- 
binned grain at initial points and by

| mediate and terminal elevators.

steadily undersell competitors 
having no storage facilities until such 
competitors are driven out of busi- 
ness. They would then be in the en- 


‘| joyment of a monopoly of the grain 
| trade, 


There appears only one practical 


| way to prevent the creation of this 


monopoly and;to free the trade from 
the many abuses consequent to the 
storage facilities being in private 
hands and operated for the advan- 
tage of the dealer rather than the con- 
venience of the producer, 

This is for the provincial govern- 
ment to create a complete system cf 
government owned and operated stor- 
age elevato.; throughout the province 
by buying all the initial elevators 
with a sufficient number of new ones 
to provide adequate government stor- 
age at every shipping point. The new 
elevators would be, constructed on a 
uniform plan with uniform sized bins 
for the most part, say one thousand 
bushels capacity, and the old ones 
remodeled by subdividing the large 
They would be equipped with 
up-to-date cleaners, so that the grain 
might be cleaned to grade require- 
ments before being washed and stored 
and the screenings returned to the 
owner. 

The owner could thus supervise the 
cleaning of his grain, save freight cn 
dirt and take back the sereenings 
to be used on the farm for seeding 
purposes. They would also be equip- 


| ped with seales for weighing in and 


out, Provision would be made for 
small lockers in which a sample cf 
each load after being cleaned would 
be deposited, giving n true sample of 
the cantents of bins. A farmer pra- 
senting himself with wheat woula te 
alloted a bin at a fixed rental pei 
month or fraction thereof (with clean- 
ing and insurance charges where 
cleaning and insurance were stipulat- 
ed for). Thus no one would occupy 
space which he was not prepared to 
fill in a reasonable time. A storage 
receipt would be issued for each load. 
As s0on as a bin was filled the oper- 
ator would mail q sample drawn from 
the locker to the chief grain inspector 
who would issue a grade certificate 
therefor, giving grade, weight per 
measured bushel, place of storage, 
mumber @/ elevator and number of 
bin. On receipt of the grade certifi- 
cate and on presentation of the stor- 
age receipts the operator would issue 
a warehouse receipt to the owner with 
grade certificate and expense bill for 
storage, ete., attached Farmers hay 
ing small lots could arrange for joint 


‘use of a bin, 


No advance charges will have to 
be met before the sale of grain. The 
owner of the grain being in posses- 
sion of the complete documents could 
sel] or consign his car. In case cf 
éale he would receive settlement in 
iall at once. In ease of consigning 
or hypothecating to a bank he could 
seoure a 75 per cent. advance on 
value grain at his station. This ad- 
vance could be secured as is now 
‘one an “bills and ingpections,” at 
a rate of six per cent, Thus, as fast 
as a farmer could store his grain he 
could realize 75 per cent, on the 
value, whether cars were available 
for transportation or not, which 
would be an immense advantage, not 
only to himnelf, but to every business 
man in the country, except perhaps 
the grain dealer, who contd no longer 
take advantage of a blockade te 
“cinch” the producer, 

The fact that the elevators were 
used solely for the purpose of special 
binning grain and were entirely free 
from the control or manipulation ci 
buyers would eliminate to give light 
weights, take heavy dockages, mis- 
grade or change the identity of the 
stored wheat, It would put an end to 
the improper allotment of ears whish 
now makes a mock of the grain act, 
and the street selling would soon be 
come a thing of the past, 

By appointing the operator ay ship- 
per’s parent for declaring intention 
and ability to load, as required by 
the grain acta, the appitcant for cars 
need never lose his turn, nor need 
cars be allotted to those no longer re 
cerns them. Acheck upon unegua! 
distribution of cars as between ship- 
ping pointa could be preyided 13 
daily reports from the operators ro- 
colved at the department of agricul 
ure. 

The grain being officially weighed 
and inspected before being handed 
over to the railways, they would be 
come responsible without evasion fo; 
all shortage in weight and deteriora 
tion in quality in transit from ship 
Ping point to destination, Anothe: 
advantage of having the weight anc 
grade at point of shipment is that 
cars could be shipped to points eitho: 
east or west of the point of shipment 
and sold for delivery to millers fo 
grinding, or farmers for seed pur 
poses, either in the west or easterr 
Canada, on either grade or sampl 
without risk of fraud, as the selling 
is protected by the official grade sam 
ple and weight in case of dispute, an’ 
the buyer Nhs no recourse to the 
transportation companies in cages o 
discrepancy.

approximately of sevan-eighths of o 
cent per bushel for the purpose o

initial points, 

Again many types of wheat do not 
lend themselves to being classified ac- 
cording to their intrinsic value under 
the present grading system. Take for 
example plump frosted grain, bleach- 
ed grain or grain slightly smutted. 
By being stored in a public elevator 
under control of a public official, 
official samples of grain of this class 
could be sent to presumptive cus- 
tomers anywhere, making selling on 
sample practicable. Also a sample 
market could be instituted without 
making Winnipeg an order point by 
sending samples from bins to be ex- 
posed under official supervision in a 
sample room. Millers and exporters 
could buy from these samplea, and 
either send direct to mills or collect 
in special bins at the terminal ele- 
vators for export as sample lots, 

The facility afforded by the system 
for securing of advance before the 
identity of wheat is lost and before 
transportation is available would tend 
to a more leisurely marketinag,, giv- 
ing to the farmer longer opportunity 
to receive satisfactory bids and na 
greater ability to make the supply 
just sufficient to make the active mill- 
ing demand from month to month. 
In the long run the miller would not 
pay more for his wheat, but the spec. 
ulator would have fewer opportunities 
to fleece the farmers at one time of 
the year and the millers at another. 

With such a storage system, freed 
from the abuses Of the present one, 
if the railways would give a reduction 
in freight rates from interior points 
to the lake ports from April to Aug- 
ust, to in some extent offset the carry- 
ing charges, the periodic disorganiz- 
ation of traffic could be obviated, 

As to cost, in any case storage has 
to be provided and paid for directly 
or indierctly by the owner of grain, 
whether it be in the shape of bing on 
the farm, farmers’ elevators, company 
elevators, railway terminals or a gov- 
ernment system. The government can 
finance the system at the lowest rate 
and operate at cost. 

The Canadian farmer must meet 
the competition of the Indian ryot, 
the Russian peasant and Argentine 
peon in the world’s markets, He can 
only do this by lowering his scale of 
living to theirs or creating a more 
economical system and _ intelligent 
system of reducing, classifying, stor- 
ing, transporting and marketing his

The terminal elevators should be 
owned and operated by the Dominion 
Government that all manipulation’ of 
grain in the interest of individual 
dealers may be abolished and also 
that the loaning of stored grain be- 
longng to the common stock by the 
railways or elevator officials for the 
filling of contracts by large dealers 
who are short of spot grain may be 
prevented. Some way must be found 
also, whereby the ‘average quality of 
the different grades as shipped out 
from the terminals will be as high as 
the average quality of the same 
grades as they come from the farm 
when cleaned to grade requirements. 
rhe only hope is in government own. 
ership and operation.
